The coon, with open 
streams always at hand, and sure of his every-day 
meal of shelifish along the banks of the French

more iban had been seen before, and a day’s re- 
treat would see it melt away. When, however, the 
showy mantie continued to cover the earth for 
taree, four and six days, and extended south 
to regions where it had never been seen in a 
rabbit's life before, consternation reigned, for to 
oll save the squirrel it meant starvation, and even 
tothat little animal it meant an unprecedented 
imprisonment, The rabbit, deprived of food_in his 
usual haunts, even invaded human habitations, 
and itwas vo uncommon thing during the past 
week for the early riser to find an army of rabbit 
tracks around the doors, 

Just here the hunter found his paradise. 

With his hound dog and his old shot-gun, hand- 
ed down to him from his North Carolina grand- 
father, the hunter sallied forth and was fairly 
puzzied what to do with his game, 
Rabbits in tens and hundreds blocked 
his way, so that there was neliher conveyance to 
carry home the game, nor consumption for it if 
once housed. As the famine lasted, the rabbits 
Fought the towns. One bold advance guard sought 
a house in the center of Atlanta, where Mr. Cochran 
followed its tracks to a snowdrift. Inserting his 
hand into the hole which was burrowed there, he 
drew forth as fine a specimen as hunter ever walked 
through marsh to find. The coons, on visiting the 
wonted river bank, fonnd it frozen over, and con- 
sequently he missed his choice dish of crayiish. 

THE FLUTTERING OF THE BIRDS. 

The birds were eyen more desolate than the ani- 
mals. They had just returned from their northern 
summerings to bask in the southern sunshine. To 
say that they were surprised at their cold reception 
would but poorly express their feelings, if they had 
any. They must have imagined that they were 

rifted back far up the valley of the Saskatchewan, 
for the bleakest of Manitoban winters could not have 
rufied them more. Doves perched lonely and 
cooing sadly upon dead tree limbs, or huddled into 
outhouses, or even into inhabited places. A 
Campbell county farmer, on throwing a bundle of 
fodder to his horse, was surprised to see the animal 
shaking a fluttering dove in his mouthful of corn- 
blades, Grass sparrows and snow birds sat around 
in the eaves of residences, and grew so familiar 
aatofiy down and eat bread crumbs. thrown to 
them by the children. They clustered in hun- 
dred in umbrageous trees, especially in spruce 
pines and cedars. It was curious to watch the 
bunters, as they sallied forth at night to seek the 
rookeries. Armed with stout brushes, carrying 
blazing torches, and accompanied by a good bird 
dog, the hunters found the sport. The dogs gave 
the warning no sooner than the sparrows, attract- 
ed by the light, began to fly against the torches in 
hundreds. The brushes played fast among the in- 
fatuated creatures who thus rushed against death, 
until the hunters, weary of their game, retreated 
from the scene, satisfied with their gains. Ifthe 
birds failed to come out the hunters, finding a low- 
spreading cedar, would beat the brushes vigorous- 
ly, when thy caught the drowsy sleepers and bag- 
ged them before they knew what had happened. 

Field larks and partridges, more than auy other 
birds, made bold to join the hens in the barn yards, 
and thus for a time, increased the farmer's hen- 
nery. They were thoroughly tamed, and seemed 
to have a sensible understanding. of where their 
support came from. A son of Mr. Rufus Consa- 
dine, near, Seneca, 8. C., has so tamed a covey of 
nine partridges that they follow him around 
wherever he goes. He feeds them lberally 
with corn, and is of the opinien § that 
they will remain with him always thus. As soon 
as the snow melts, there will be a surprised boy 
there, meditating on the uncertainty of birds,while 
nine partridges will have regained their homes in 
the sedge bushes. 

The colored people dearly prize the meat ofthe 
yellow hammers, It is a dish not at all relished by 
the white man. The yellow hammer finds his 
food by pecking at old trees and eating worms. 
The sleet preceding thesnow left a thick coating of 
ice on‘the limbs,and thus the yellow hammer found 
an unknown obstacle in the way of his usual supply. 
For the first several days they had a listless look 
and easily feil into the hands’ of 
their black captors. They have now, however, 
learned the secret of pecking through the ice, and 
carry about with them a saucier air than before. 

Those who do not want the trouble of hunting 
for grass sparrows have hit upon a curious device, 
A farmerin Gwinnett county found that astore- 
room adjoining his house, on the floor of which 
was scattered some wheat, had been invaded by 
some sparrows. On Monday night he arranged a 
trap consisting of an old door, which he placed in 
front of the storehouse, one end held up about ten 
inches by a prop. Well in toward the 
other end he scattered wheat, and then 
waited. One timid sparrow walked up, and giving 
an inquiring look within, coyly walked up to the 
wheatsupply. Others followed, until about twenty 
were under the cover. Thenthe prop was knocked 
aside, and nota bird escaped, Next night every 
house in the neighborhood had its improvised trap, 
and there was great slaughter among the sparrows

BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


A Glance at the Magazines---Literary Chat 
---Notes and News. 

The Christmas number of the English Illus- 
trated Magazine, appears in a red cover, and 
the price has been advanced to meet a notable 
increase in the number of pages. The maga- 
zine cpens with some baby poetry by Mr. Alge- 
1:0n Charles Swinburne, entitled “In a Gar- 
den.” The illustrations are many and fine, 
showing a vast improvement in method, 
so far as the engravers are concerned, since the 
illustrated magazine was begun. The frontis- 
piece is a study of a head, drawn by L. Alma- 
Tadema. Perhaps the most characteristic of 
the drawings are those by Hugh Thomson, 
which are made to accompany the article “In 
the heart of London.” Miss Clara Montalba 
has twenty-one sketches of Venice accompany- 
ing an azticle on that city by H. F. Brown. To 
a Georgian, the most interesting article in 
the number is Mr. Grant Allen’s “Turrey Mill 
Wheels,” with its illustrations. Some of these 
mills might have come out of middle Georgia. 
Mr. George Lee Maurier, the artist, writes a 
poem in French, entitled “Nocturne,” and illus- 
trates it with a figure quite out of his usual 
vein. Though the illustrations in this number 
of the English Magazine are very fine, they 
would have been finer if alittle more than half 
of them had been reproduced by one of the 
many processes that are nowemployed. There 
are 60 few Thomas Coles and 
Lacours among engravers, that 
the magazines must begin to depond more and 
more on the processes that produce resuits and 
efiects that are superior to any engraving. 

WE HAVE already noticed briefly the De- 
cember number of the Atlantic Monthly, which 
bas now been before the public long enough to 
run into several editions by the demand for 
Mr. Lowell’s Harvard oration and Dr. Holmes’s 
yocm. Among the other articles of interest and 
importance are “The object of a University,’ 
by the late Dr. Elisha Mulford; “Tho Dream of 
Russia,” by Dr..Cyrus Hamlin, and “The 
Church of England Novel,’ by Harriet Waters 
Preston, 

Liprrincott’s for December, is supplemented 
by “Miss Defarge,”’ one of the earlier stories of 
Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett. It is a story 
quite in the sentimental vein, but the senti- 
ment is good and the story is good. Frank 
Carpenter writes entertainingly of ‘‘The 
Presidents and Gastronomeérs,” and de- 
scribes them all down to Mr. 
Cleveland. Probably the most entertaining 
article in the number is, “How I Bocame a 
Mcdel,” by Charlette Adams. It is an article

The London correspondent of the Liverpool 
Post hes the following interesting a‘lusion to 
Thomas Nelson Page and his work. It should 
be said that the lady who read to Mr. Beecher 
was Mrs, Bessie O’Connor, the wife of Thomas 
P. O'Connor: “A visitor of very great interest 
has been amongst us for the last few weeks, 
but he has with characteristic modesty made 
no effort to make himself generally Known. 
This is Mr. Thomas Nelson Page, of Rich- 
mond, Virginia. Mr. Page is the moat 
promising of the younger genetation of 
American writers who are following in the 
footsteps of Joel Chandler Harris. The 
mission of this school is to show the negro 
as he really was in the south both before and 
in mediately after the war. The southerners 
have always maintained that the relations be- 
tween the slave and his master, and especially 
his master’s family, were usually of an affec- 
tionate character that can scarcely be exagger- 
ated. Certainly there existed in many families 
a system of foster brothers and foster sisters 
such as obtained in Ireland in the last century, 
and with pretty much the same result of intro- 
ducing a passionate and wild 
affection between the superior and 
tbe inferior. The heat of the passions 
induced by the civil war has sufficiently passed 
away to allow the Northern American to do 
justice to this side of old southern life, and the 
most popular among American litterateurs to- 
day are the writers who describe it. Mr, 
Page has yet written nothing beyond short sto- 
ries for Harper’s and the Centary Magazine, 
but each of these stories is a masterpiece. The 
first that really attracted notice was a story 
entitled “Marse Chan,” the story being of the 
tragic love of a southern girl for a southern 
man, who is killed in the war, and which is 
told by a negro servant. 

‘In connection with. this story I heard of a 
pretty ‘cene enacted at the house of Dr. Parker, 
the host of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
during his stayin London. As your read ers 
may know, there was no more bitter and no 
more effective enemy of slavery than Henry 
Ward Beecher, except, perhaps his sister, the 
authoress of ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ Recently a 
lady born in one of the southern states was in- 
vited to Dr. Parker’s, and she read ‘Mars Chan.’ 
Mr. Beecher, who is one of the most sympathetic 
and sweetest of men, could not restrain 
his tears at the pathetic story of 
the people against whom he had warred 
so manfully when it was war. In this month's 
number of Harper’s there is a story called “Ole 
‘Stracted,”’ by Mr. Page. It is very short, not 
more than five or six pages. If you can get 
hold of any person who reads the nogro dialect 
well, get bim to read this tale and keep un- 
moved if you can, Itis one of the most com- 
plete, shortest, most powerful and eminently 
pathetic short stories 1 have ever read, Mr.

is one of the best in the State, there being five 
companies in all, two white and three colored. 
The whites have two steam fire extinguishers, 
a hook and ladder company ahd a Babcock 
extinguisher. The colored people havo 
two hand engines and an ax company. 
Pioneer hook and ladder company is one of the 
growing institutions of the city. They have 
built a magnificent hall, costing several thou- 
sand dollars. Both the white companies have 
large memberships, composed of the very best 
men in Athens, 
WATER WORKS. 

The city is supplied with a complete system 
of waterworks, which make the protection 
against fire absolutely perfect. This enterprise 
cost $100,000—possibly about $125,000—and is 
of the best modern plan. The matter was in 
the hands of a strong committec of well known 
gentlemen, who were determined to give Athens 
the very best system of waterworks known. 
The water comes from a large spring capable of 
supplying four times the present size of Athens 
and is therefore be freed from those impurities 
which make the Atlanta system so unbearable 


at times. 
GAS WORKs, 


Athens has been lighted by gas for many 
years, and | understand a movement is on foot 
to keep up with the spirit of the times stil! fur- 
ther by the introduction of the electrie light. I 
have already mentioned the general points of 
the bulk of the trade of Athens, 

RONDED. DEBT. 

The bonded debt of the city is now 495,000; 
in 1875, it was 3131,000, showing a decrease 
since then of 336,000. This debt was mainly 
incurred by subscriptions of the city for $100,- 
000 of stock in the Northwestern railroad. 
This, however, has been transferred to the 
Richmond and Danville company, a pure dona- 
tion in faet, for the purpose of securing the ex- 
tension to Kabun Gap and Tallulah Falls. 
These outstanding bonds are drawing six and 
seven per cent interest, which is paid promptly 
semi-annually. It is held mostly in the state, 
very little of it being inthe hands of northern 
capitalists, 

tHE TRADE OF ATHENs. 

Four years ago the tradé of Athens amount- 
ed to $7,500,000, merchandise, cotton and man- 
ufacturing. Today it goes beyond that several 
millions, In 1882 it was classified as follows:

On 
everything but western produce, Athens gets 
as good freight rates as Augusta or Atlanta, and 
the difference on western produce is so small as 
not to seriously interfere with the bustling, 
booming trade. 

The banking facilities aro ample. The Na- 
tional bank has a capital of 3100,000 and a sur- 
plus of $160,000, making a totalof $260,000 cap- 
ital. Captain James White is cashier of this 
institution. The bank of the University has a 
capital of $125,000 and asurplus of 36,000. 

3 MANUFACTURING INTERESTS, 

The manufacturing interests of Athens are 
by no means an unimportant part of the city’s 
prosperity, as will appear when I state that 
there are represented here 25,000 cotton spindles 
ona capital of $500,000, divided up between 
four factories.

OF ATHENS THINK OF HER 
FUTURE. 

Sail Mayor R: R. Reaves. 
the first of January: 

“T think Athens is the finest place in the 
conntry—at least in the south—for a home or 
place of business. Our surroundings are mag- 
nificent,and we have advantages that Atlanta 
nor any other southern city has.”’ 

“What do you think of Athens’ growth?” 

“I am satisfied that Athens will double in 
population and value in six or seven years. We 
have every facility for business or manufac- 
turing. Our water power is practically 
without limit, and that branch = of 
our advantages is as yet in its infancy, so far as 
development is concerned. I think we will 
show the world something inafew years on 
manufactories. I have been all around over 
the south, and aside from any personal inter- 
ests 1 haye here, I think our situation better 
than any place I know. We simply need de- 
veloping, that’s all; and we are going ahead as 
rapidly as we could expect. These new roads 
will give us a commercial importance our own 
people hardly dream of. I expect to see money 
pouring into the lap of Athens when we ‘erect 
our grand union depot for five or six railroads.” 

Continuing Mr. Reaves said: “The finances of 
Athens and Clarke county are in first class 
condition, The tax rate in the city is only one 
per cent, and in the county only { of one per 
eent. With these. things in our favor, to say 
nothing of our educational advantages, Athens 
is bound to grow, and I believe we are now on 
the outer edge of a genuine boom.”

Said Mr. J. H. Rucker, a 
weaithy citizen:

Miss 
Wolfe bas aristocratic features and a slight fig- 
ure. Her hairis gray and she dresses superbly. 
Her diamonds are large and dazzling. She isa 
prominent figure in society, and she is loved 


and esteenied by all who know her. She spends 


her income where she thinks it willdo the 
most good. Her almoner for vears has been 
Bishop Potter, formerly rector of Grace church. 
Indced Miss Wolfe, herself, has long been the 
main pillar of this patrician house of 
worship.

A TERRIBLE CRASH. 


A Large Building in St, Louis Falls and 
Takes Fire, 


St. Lovis, December 11.—About half past 
two o'clock this afternoon, the upper floor of A. F 
Shapleig and Cuntwell’s hardware company’s 
extensive establishment, occupying the stores 
numbering from 414 to 422 North Main street, fell 
with a greatcrash., This floor was covered with 
heavy agricultural machinery and its fall carried 
down the third floor, stocked with shelf goods and 
the second floor filled with sample goods. In a 
moment or two, the debris caught fire and with 
startiing rapidity the up 
through: the broken to the 
root: There were walls between 
the different store rooms, butall had openings in 
them, and in a very short time the entire building 
Was a mass of tlames and every window and door 
wee Deouing forth great clouds of heavy black 
FIIOKE, . 

Shortly after this the roofover No. 422 and the 
north wall on Vine street fell; then part of the front 
or Main street wall toppled down, the interior floors 
of the whole pei following in rapid succes- 
tion. By 4 p.m. nothing was left but brokén walls 
and a great mass of burnt and~ ruined 
goods and twisted’ and de- 
stroyed machinery, The fire was corfined 
to the Shapleig building and stirrounding property, 
which was, before the roor fell, in imminent 
danger, but slightly damaged. At the time of the 
crash some fifty employes were scattered through 
the building, but so far as can now be learued all 
but two of them are aecounted for, and it is thonght 
that those two will turn up later. Several oe 
men received slight injuries, in the way of bruises 
and euts, but of those who. have reported 
The firm dealt largel 
ins sporting £ Ss, pistols and sma 
amimubition, and during the fire there was’ yery 
active fusilade by exp ene cartridges, which cre- 
ated some alarm in the crowd present but nobody 
is known to have been hurt by stray bullets. The 
house carried a heavy stock, valued at the present 
time at abont $00,000. What part of this, fF any, 
can be saved is not now known, but the proebabill- 
ties are that it is all ruined. The insurance 
amounts to £300,000, divided among one hundred 
companies, chiefly eastern and foreign in sums 
ranging from $25,000 to $5,000, 


A PECULIAR CASE. 


An Attendant on a Case of Rabies Takes the 
Disease. 

CnicaGo, December 11—About two weeks 
ago, Marry Gibson, a hotel bell boy, was taken to 
the insane department of the county jail, suffering 
from a malady which seemed at times to resenible 
hydrophobia. It cannot bejaseertained that young 
Gibson wasever bitten by a dog, either rabid or 
otherwise, yet he snapped his teeth and growled at 
people, frothed atthe mouth, and in every way 
cave evidence of suifering from rabies. It was at 
first supposed his malady was brought on from a 
serious injury he reeeived from falling and striking 
his head ov an fron staircase. A new and myste- 
rious phase of the case has developed and is worry- 
ing the physicians, 

Before Gibson’s removal to jail he was cared for 
ata hotel, and a porter named John Heilland was 
detailed to watch him. He would argue with his 
attendant in the most rational manner, saying 
there was no necessity for his being watched, but 
the nu ment his attendant turned his back Gibson 
would leap upon himand endeayorto bite him. 
After Gibson’s remoyal Heilland was relieved from 
the duty of caring for the patient. ' He went to his 
room and spent the neXt forenoon in sleep. When 
he went to work he complained to his fellow- 
porters.of feeling il], but thought nothing serions 
of it. The day following, however, he was attack- 
ed with the same symptoms manifested by young 
Gibson, and became violently mad and unmanage- 
Ile frothed at the mouth and acted like a 
person having the hydrophobia, though at times he 
was perfecily rational, He declares he was not bit- 
ten by Gibson, and had not been bitten by a dog. 
The attacks reeur_at regular intervals cach day. 
The Gase will be thoroughly investigated.

Didn’t Work.

GERMAN AFFAIRS.

Dissatisfaction Over the War Estimates - 
Relative Strength of Armies. 

Berwin; December 11.—The meetings of the 
sceptennate commission, though nominally secret, 
haye been open to all members of the reichstag, 
over one hundred of whom have been present 
each day. Only reporteys have been denied ad- 
mission thus far. General Von Schellendorff, 
Prussian minister of war, appears to be possessed 
of no information worth concealing. In giving a 
detailed comparison of the strength of European 
armies he said that distribution of Russian, 
Freneh, German and Austrian troops along 
their respective frontiers should necessity of fmme- 
diately strengthening the ‘border garrisons of Ger- 
many. He doubted both the offensive and defen- 
sive power of Austria, if she attacked Russia with- 
out Albies. He earnestly insisted upon secrecy re- 
rarding strategic maps showing. routes in eastern 
Germany toward Russia and routes in wéstern Cer- 
many toward France, and the whole tenor of his 
remarks indicated that the government is prepar- 
ing for a hostile coalition against France 
and Russia.

General Thiltips has becn sick for several weeks. 
The commnilttée wert t6 his residence, where three 
hours were spent in takivig the testiniony. 

As part of his testimony, Gonerat Phillips sub- 
mitted a written statement of when, how and why 
Mr. Jas. Y. Harrison had emplored him to assiet in 
the attefipt to have the material for the new 
capitol changed froni oolitic Limestone to Georgia 
marble. Hereccivéd a message while at his farm 
from Mr. Ifarrison through J. A. Bisaner. Mr. Har- 
rison offered him £500 to make anargument before 
the legislative committee in favor of Georgia mar- 
ble. He accepted, regarding the transaction as one 
perfectly legitimate. It was afterwards found nec- 
essary for General Phillips to getup a masof in- 
formation relative to oolitic limestone and mar- 
ble, and for this work Mr. Harrison agreed to pay 
him $500 more. Subsequently General Phillips was 
employed in some suits in which Mr. HerriSon was 
interested in Pickens county. 

A CONTRACT WAS THEN DRAWN UP 
by which General Phillips was to recetve for his 
work in the matter of the marble and in the suits 
eleven hundred dollars, This contract superseded 
the other two. 

General Philips’s statement then. detaited his 
wotk in the matter of the marble. He did every- 
thing in his power in a legitimate why, 
not only to induce the committee to recommend 
the change, but to induce the mémbers of the leg- 
islature toagreé tothe Change. He didthisopenty. 
fle dia not séek to influence atiyhody improperty, 
but to influence each man he xupproached through 
his reason and judgment. 

Following the reading of the statement, General 
Phillips was subjected to a minute exantination, 
niost of the questions being asked by Senator Rob- 
erts. 

Referring to Judge Fain and Colonel Rankin, 
General Phillfps said that he had never had a 
meeting with either, such as had been charged by 
Bisaner. He had never paid either one cent. The 
money paid him by Mr. Harrison was for service 
legitimate services, he had rendered. He coul 
account for every cent of it. It had been expended 
for the benefit of his wife and children and his 
creditors. He remembered to have met Judge 
Fain once at Mr. Harrison's house, but nothing of 
an improper nattire oceurred. Colonel Rankin he 
had frequently 


cénerally in the agricultural department. He had 
never sought improperly to influence Colonel Ran- 
kin. 

Relative to the meeting allezed by Bisaner to 
have taken place at Mereer’s hotel, at which Gen- 
eral Phillips paid money to Judge Fain and Colone! 
Rankin, General Phillids stated emphatically that 
no such meeting ever took place. It was a fact 
that Mr. Harrison had paid him some money at 
Mercer’s. but it wasin the day, not at night; not 
did Bisaner go after Mr. Harrison by General Phil- 
lips’s request. Every cent of that money, except 
what was expended in paying his hotel bill, Gen- 
eral Phillips declared he had carried home. 

Asto the appointment of a capitol commission, 
General Phillips admitied thatan attempt had been 
made to induce Governor McDaniel to appoint one 
favorable to Georgia marble. He said, however, 
that this attempt was openly made, and that there 
was nothing wrong about i. 

Asa whole, General Phillips's testimony wasa 
denial of every charge made by Bisaner, and also 
a denial of any improper action on his part or on 
the part of Mr. Harrison in attemptin®to have 
Georgia marble substituted for oolitic limestone. 
The testimony also exonerated Judge Fain’ and 
Colonel Rankin- 

48 TO BISANER, 

General Phillips was very severe. He said Bisane~ 
had been actuated by maliee. He had fallen ont 
with Mr. Harrison and had hoped to make capital 
with Mr. Eager. Bisaner’s reputation was very 
bad, His statements concerning himselt, Mr. Har- 
rison, Judge Fain and Colonel Rankin were false- 
hoods. 

General Phillips detailed two instances as illus- 
trative of what he said was Bisaner’s malice. Bis- 
aner hadattempted to induce him to influence 
Mr .Harrison to pay a balance Bisaner said was dne 
him, General Phillips had uotinterfered.

AT TILE CONCLUSION 
of the direct examination, General Phillips made 
a jong statement of the motives that had infiu- 
enced him in endeavoring to have Georgia marble 
snbstituted for oolitic Limestone. Among other 
things, he said that he honestly believed marble 
should have been used. He had long been inter- 
eted in developing the marble interests in north 
Georgia. He knew all about those interests. He 
was thercfore, competent to present the matter 
fully and clearly tothe members of the legisla- 
This, he insisted, he had done legitimately, 
that he had not attempt 
{oO improperly influence anybody 
atany time. He would be glad for any member of 
the legislature who thought that he had been im- 
properly approached by him to proclaim it to the 
world. He knew there was nosnceh member. He 
had never entertained i) feelings on aceountof the 
controversy overthe material tobe used in the new 
capitol, but, on the contrary, had uniformly en- 
deayored to prevent such feelings both in himself 
and in others.

during the debate on Friday. He called attea- 
| tion to the fact that the house had already pass- 
ed the bill to levy a tax for the completion of 
the new capitol. The sinking fund bill was 
still in the hands of the finance committee, and 
it was not now time to consider that bill. Orig- 
inally, the finance committee proposed to fix 
the rate for general purposes at twoand eighty; 
hundredth mills, twenty-handredths of a mill 
less than for 1886. ‘The committee proposed 
that the rate for general purposes should now 
be two and sixty-hundredth mills. This was 
due tasthe fact that no provision was made for 
the school of teehnology. ' 
Continuing, Mr. Gordon said that the figures 
given by Messrs. Arnheim, Clay of Cobb, and 
Berner were not in accordance with those given 
by the treasurer. He read the summary of re+ 


ceipts and expenditures made by the treasurer, - 


He claimed that under that summary there 
would be a deficiency in the treasury in 1887 of 
$180,000. For 1888 there would be a surplus of 
about $700 in the treasury on the Ist of October, 
For the entire year there would be a surplus 
not yet known. This was based upon a rate of 
three and vinety-five-one hundredths mills. 

Mr. Gordon showed the difference between 
the committee and Mr. Arnheim to be $33,000, 
the committee wanting that much above the 
sum suggested by Mr. Arnheim.

health, The sults of the eonvicte are those provid: 
ed by Jaw, and are sufficiently thick to-geep them 
warm: but the convicts are only required to bathe 
and change thelr clothing every Sunday, and they 
sleep in the some eults whieh they wear while at 
work. Thet working tn coal aod sometimes in 
demp places, they become med with coal 
dust and go to bed In this condition, The commit 
tee recommend that the convicts be provided with 
different clothes to sleep in at night. 

Jhe committee refer to rferious complaints 
against Whipping Boss Kitpatrick, sa recommend 
that the governor have the same investigated at 
once, with a view to his immediate discharge. 

At Rising Fawn furnace the committee found 
that convicts were provided with different suits at 
night, but here, too, there were serious complaints 
against the whi ping boss. Jt was declared that 
he had prepared a leather strap of unusual thictk- 
ness with which he whipped the coavicts on their 
nuked ekin. That to add to the terrors of the 
strap, he had driven shoe : pers through it and 
when he administered the lash the pegs penetrated 
the skin.

Every drop 
of wine we have is perfectly pure: and there are 
twenty wine rooms in various portions 
of the eity that sell our goods, and their wines are 
as pure asoyrs. The wine sold nowinthe city is 
better than ever before the prohibition fight. The 
wine handled then was cheap foreign stuff. Now 
we sell domestic goods, and itis cheaper to make 
pure domestic wine thah it is to adulterate it.

FULTON SUPERIOR COURT, 


An Interesting Statement Regarding the 
Business of This Tribunal.

The lueky menwere determined upon by the 
following means: The orderly sergeant would 
mark a grain of corn for each farlough allowed 
his company, and place the marked. grains on 
a stump with other grains, the total equal in 
nimber to the men in the company. The 
Murks were turned under, and as each soldier 
drew a grain it would be inspected and such as 
secured warked grains weuld receive furloughs. 

“Yaller Jacket” drew a lucky grain, and 
with a bounding heart started homeward. 

it was a happy moment when Yaller Jacket, 
clad in bis old gray uniform, with his shaggy 
hair and bearded face, entered his humble 
home, 

A glad cry as his wife threw her arms. around 
bis neck and rained kisses upon his lips. 

Tke arrival of the soldier in hisold gray uni- 
form worked a great change at the cottage, 

To the wife it seemed the. sunshine was 
brighter, the landscapes were lovelier and every~ 
thing was cheery and- bright.

A SPECTRAL_OARSMAN. 


———— 
East River Waves Parted by a Ghostly 
Craft. 
From the New York Journal. 

An alleged white-robed spirit from the other 
world has disturbed the quiet of Hast One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-second street, and. has. been 
seen by anumbcr of protwinent residents in 
that vicinity. Atthe foet of East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-second street, and hardly five 
fect from, the Harlem river, stands a two story 
brick building. ‘The house has stood there for 
many years, and old residents say. that it. was 
formerly the daelling plaee of theold boatman 
who ferried the residénts of Randall's Island to 
and from the city, and whose mutilated body 
was found about fifteen. years ago.at the doorof 
his little boathouse. 

Of Jate years the old house hasdone duty asa 
stable, and astranger can hardly pass it without 
glancing with a shudder at the heavy iron shut- 
ters and massive iren doer. On the same side 
of jhe street and 2 few leet away the boatman 
whe now ferries the passengers to Randall's Is- 
land has a small boathouse, 

It is here that the spirit of the murdered 
boaiman is said to walk, always after midnight, 
and there are those who are positive that they 
have scen the phantom spirit tn a phantom boat 
pull slowly away from the boathouse in the di- 
reetion of Randall's Island, and lose itself in the 
shadows on the other side of the river. 

Mr. John Conklin, a well known saloon keep- 
er of Harlem, who lives in that nvighborheod, 
had oecasion on Saturday night to pass the old 
boathouse, He was. accompanied by a young 
inan by the name of Mouhlin, and. as they 
reached the foot of the street they heard some 
one moving about in the old boathouse. As the 
last boat. for the island had left nearly two 
hours before, the noise seemed to be suspicious, 
and they determined to watch, 

(Concealing themselves in the grounds of the 
Eastern Boulevard Club @n the opposite side of 
the street, they eyed the door of the boathouse, 
and almost fainted from horror when they saw 
the doer swing back and a ghostly form step out 
on the sand. It was with difficulty that they 
stood the ordeal, as both felt a desire to pnt dis- 
tanee between them and. the spet where the 
ghost stoed shading .his face with one long, 
skinny hand and gazing with eyes that seemed 
to blaze in the direction of the boathouse. on 
the opposite side of the-river. 

The form turned as though to enter the house, 
when a hoarse blast of some tugboat on the 
sound broke the stillness, and the spirit disap- 
peared like a flash and the eld door swung back. 
The two watchers were about to leave the spot, 
thinking that the spirit had disappeared for the 
night, when once again the old door swung 
open andthe spirit again stepped out. of the 
boathouse, 

Shading his eyes as before, as he gazed ont on 
the-river, and, seemingly satisfied by the still- 
ness, grasped the bow of 2 long, low and narrow 
beat, and drew it outon the sand. An old fash- 
iened square lantern stood in the bow and shed 
a bluish Mfeht on the seene: Pashing the boat 
into the water, the spirit touvk a pair of oars from 
the bottom of the beat and slowly rowed in the 
direction of the island and soon disappeared. 
The two watchers could hardly believe what 
they saw, and after waiting seme time for the 
spirit to reappear they went to their homes. 

The story is confirmed by Captain Bull, of 
the clambeat Maria Louise, who swears that he 
saw the spirit as it appeared to Mr. Conklin and 
Mouhlin. When seen by a Journal reporter 
yesterday the captain gave the following ver- 
sion: 

“T had been up to Cow Bay all day,and it was 
about 12:30 when I ran through little Hell Gate 
and headed up the river for my anchorage on 
One Hundred Twenty-first street. There was 
ksirdly any wind on the river, and I was drjft- 
ing slowly with the tide, when my attention 
was attracted by a long, low, white - object, 
drawn up to the stone steps at the beathouse on 
Randall’s Island. I was almost. half asleep, but 
I tell you I nearly fell off the deck when I saw 
u white, spectral form slowly descend the steps 
and seat itself in the boat. 

“My dog Fannie, which had been sleeping on 
the deck, commenced to whine and darted into 
the darkest corner of the cabin. AsI let gomy 
anchor and lowered my sail, the spectral boat 
moved away from the island, and as the tide 
was moving up strong it headed down in my di- 
rection as though it wished to make One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-second street. It passed with- 
in twenty feet of my beat, and to save my life 
I could not summon up enough courage to hail it. 

“The. hands of the oarsman were covered 
with bleed, andits long white hair fell almost 
to the shoulders, and in some places was stained 
with blood which flowed from a cut in its 
hands. 1 watebed itas far as One Hundred 
and ‘T'wenty-second street, when it disap- 
peared.”

A PIONEER PREACHER. 


An Evangelist Who Swept Through Georgia 
Like a Flame of Fire. 


Rey. J. Thomas Pate has in the Sonthern 
Bivouac for December a graphic sketch of an 
itinerant minister in the Methodist church in 
the early years of thiscentury. He says: 

The South Carolina conference of 1805 met in 
the city of Charleston. Asbury, the man of toil 
and hardship, and Whatcoat, the man whose life 
exemplified the trne idea of Christian perfec- 
tion, alternately presided. Twelve men were 
admitted on trial. Among them were the two 
Pierce brothers, Lovick and Rediick, strangely 
dissimilar in their minds and physical natures, 
each having special gifts and special bents of 
mind that have thrown around their names an 
influence as fragrant as the gardens of Italy. 
The eighth man of the twelve was considered 
the weakest and poorest excuse for a preacher of 
the whole number. 

Five feet ten inches high, compactly, but not 
stoutly built, symmetrical in form, blundering 
in manners, coarscly dressed, he did not look 
like good material out of which to construct a 
pulpit orator. His educational attainments 
were poor. “He could not read well,” knew 
scarcely anything of the rules of grammar, and 


his spelling was fearfully defective. His actions” 


and conversation were “boring.” A keen ob- 
server would notice that sometimes a peculiar 
light flashed from his eyes; the light seemed to 
indicate great talefit in some direction; it came 
from latent power, concealed by a rough exte- 
rior. When the light would pass away the gray 
eyes would assume a dull appearance. 

HIS PAST LIFE 
had been one hard struggle with adverse cir- 
cumstances. From the cradle to manhood he 
had wrestled with poverty. He knew by actual 
experience the meaning of “bitter want.’ 
There had been no “bitter sweet,” but only 
“bitter bitterness.” In this hour, this long, 
tiresome, heart-breaking hour of trial, he re- 
ceived no word of encouragement. He was 
making ewery effort to bea man; « kind word 
would kave been a balm to his weary spirit; but 
this kind word he never heard. 

After being thoroughly converted, he heard 
the voice of God speaking, saying: ‘‘Go preach 
the gosyel.”” Ile was deeply conscious of his 
lack of qualification; it was hard to believe the 
voice. Giddeon-like, he wanted proof. The 
proofs were given; he was c@nvinced. He went 
to. his pastor and opened his heart. ‘Go to the 
plow; do you think God would disgrace his 
minietry by calling such a man as yon are to 
preach? No, man, you are not called, It is ouly 
the voice of presumption you hear.” The words 
cut like the Toledo blade. He went back to his 
work, but the voice, like Banquo’s ghost, could 
not be kept quiet. He came again to his pastor 
—who by this time had relented somewhat— 
and tacitly gave him license to exhort. Some 
success grew out of his labors. Encouraged by 
these signs of promise he came to the quarterly 
conference and asked for a license to preach, 
and recommendation to the annual conference 
for admission on trial. 

Though composed in the main of men who 
dressed “in jeans, wore brogans,’’ and took no 
#tock in “book larnin’ an’ edication,” of men 
who were somewhat biassed in his favor, still 
the application kindled a smile that resembled 
contempt as “the mist resembles the rain.” 

“Jiow was it possible to make a preacher out 
of such a rough, knotty stick?’ Much diseus- 
sion ensued. 

LOUD TALK AND JEERING LAUGHS 
were heard, At this juncture 4 “James the 
Just” arose and espoused his cause, His voice 
prevailed, the request was granted, and to the 
conference his application went. VProvileace 
tmiled upon his cause. He was received on trial, 
and sent as junior preacher on a -back word's 
circuit in the mountains of western North Car- 
olina. This raw, uncouth, ungainly young man 
was James Russell, the most remarkable Meth- 
odist preacher that ever traveled within the 
bounds of the state of South Carolina. He de-

dence was pot misplaced. He was in deachearn- 
est.

I om notcalm and serene by no means, We 
are passing through great tribulations in these 
parts. Icame home Saturday night with a 
driving sleet in my face but I knew there was 
a light in the window for me and so I endured 
it with resignation and hope. Domestic love 
and a cheerful fire soon thawed me out and we 
talked about the beautiful snow and ever and 
anon surveyed its myriads of falling flakes from 
the windows andthe children were happy. 
But I am an old coon about such things now, 
and wish I had Aladdin's lamp to lift us all up 
and set us down in Florida for aseason. The 
fun is all overand the novelty too. Sunday 
morning I waited patiently forJohn. John 
makes the fires but John didn’t come to time. 
He lives half a mile away and when I rose for- 
Ward and looked ont upon the face of nature, I 
saw that the beautiful snow was deep, very 
Deep, and it occurred to mothat John was snow- 
ped under and wasn’t coming. The wood 
nnd the lightwood wasin the woodhouse and 
the drift was two feet deep midway, and so I 
had to wade for fuel.

Itisa quarter to Na 
bor Freemanis and I'ma dack-legged sort ofa 
av and don't believe I can make it. 

But sure cnough Neighbor Freeman’s folks 
got out of sugar and he rigged up a sleigh and 
came down and we swapped sugar for lard, and 
be brought it down. His two big mules could 
hardly pull that sleigh down grade. I tried it 
with a buggy, and the wheels got solid and 
then got oval and one-sided and twisted and 
wobbled every way, and we had liked to have 
not got home again. 

Well. the next day I waded up to Rowland’s 
and borrowed an ax and shoveied the drift off 
the woodpile and cut up some wood and some 
lightwood, and about the time I got through 
aud was blowing for wind, I looked up the 
road and fsaw John coming with my ax on 
his shoulder, I thought first that I would get 
my gun and shoot him, but I didn’t. “What's 
been the matter, Jolin,” said I. “Have you been 
sick.” “No, sir; I hain’t been sick, but 
I is had de worst pains—de worst pains in my 
head and my back and jintes to be sure, to be 
sure. I try to git here Sunday morning, but I 
cave in fore I gic fifty yards, I did shore. No 
I aint been sick, but sick pains, sick pains. I 
knowd you want dis ax, but I lowed yon'd

That is not farmer- 
like I know, but we doit. We sell our wheat 
and buy flour, and so when provisions get out 
and we can’t send to town we are in a bad

Zco, for they get ont of wood sometimes 
und freeze in. There are poor folks in town 
now who are burning palings and old plank and 
hovering over a mighty little fire. There are 
lots of folks who need a guardian to make them 

rovide for bad weatherand hard times. I’ 

save me a good home-made sleigh before an- 
other speil ike this—see if I don’t. This sunny 
south will have to change its name before long. 
J recon it is the yankees moving down here 
and bringing their blizzards with them. 

But we are all right now at our house. We 
Killed a fat shote this morning, and my folks 
are going to make about half of it into sausage 
meat. We can kill a sheep or a lin when 
we want one, and Mrs. Sicily Mims can’t be 
beaton big hominy. So let the beautiful snow 
prevail if it wants to, But by and by will 
wome the ugly slush and the roads will be 
awful. The very time that the roads ought to 
be the best they are the worst, and it is all 
Owing tothe system. The system of road- 
‘Working is just the same it was fifty years ago. 

6 hands are calied out on a day’s notice, and

good able-bodied hands or convicts hired by the 
county to work the roads,and put them in 
charge of a man who knows how it should be 
done. Won't the legislature passa local option 
law on this subject, and let each county choose 
iis own methods. Floyd county adopted the 
ecnvict plan twelve years ago, and has 
ihe best roads in the = state. It is a 
luxury to drive over them. The whole 


| system under our present law is wrong and bears 
/ »nequally and is harder on the poor than on 


the rich and the land owners. 1 own half of 
a mile of read front, and Dr. Felton owns 4 
mile on both sides and Sam Jones half a mile, 
end neither one of us work nor send a hand. 
The doctor and I are too old, and Sam Jones 
livesin town. Nabor Freeman owns a fine 
farm next to me, and he furnishes only one 
hand. Nabor Mumford owns two splendid 
farms, worth, perhaps, twenty thousand dol- 
lars, and he works lots of mules and wagons, 
and carriages and buggies, and sends one hand 
to work the road, and when. he gets a little 
older he won’t have to send any. These iron 
mines and manganese mines are teaming on 
the roads all the time, and don’t send a single 
band, for the owners live away off somewhere. 
Give us a chance to change the system, and if 
our commissioners want the convicts let them 
have them. Good roads are what we want. 
We are heavily taxed to support the courts and 
the jail and other people's lawsuits, but 
we had rather be taxed for good 
roads. There are two . bad hills 
between my house and town, and they will al- 


‘wage ve bad, and yet twenty good hands could 
ma 


e good roads around them in one week and 
not increase the distance. 

I was down to Milledgeville last week, that 
good old town of memories—great memories— 
the old time honored capitol, where the great 
statesmen of antebellum days were wont to 
congregate. It is classic and consecrated 
ground. My memory went back to the days of 
Troup and Clark, and the Crawfords, and John 
Forsyth and Berrien, who were stars of the 
first magnitude, and whom Georgian3 will never 
forget. Then I came along down the corridors 
of time to their peers of another generation 
whom I personally knew and reverenced. 
Twenty-one years ago I met them there, for we 
had called for their counsel in an effort to re- 
constiuct our shattered commonwealth.

The state house has been 
converted into a college, amd 6=shas 
in training over 500 pupils, more in fact than 
any other coliege in the state, General D. H 
Hill’s reputation as an educator and discipli- 
marian has already placed this institution 
amcong the firstin the state. He wears well 
both mentally and physically. I had not seen 
him for twenty-three yearsand he had not great- 
ly changed. What a pure and noble record has 
been his since the war. Would that all our 
brave generals had such an one. 

The old McComb’s house is still in the cor- 
ner. If it could only tell all that its walls have 
heard what a histery could be written. Great 
men took lodging there—all the great men of 
the last generation, and there was strategy and 
wit and anecdote and eloquence unsurpassed. 

Dut Milledgeville is neither dead or asloep. 
She is enjoying a quiet and steady prosperity. 
New buildings are going up all the time, and 
her people are calm and serene. <A better hotel 
I have not found amywhere. And _ that 
alone, will give a town a good 
reputation. J journeyed from Milledgeville 
to Gordon and xrrivgd before breakfast, but 
not before THE CONSTITUTION of that morn- 
ing’s date had reached there. I thought surely 
it was yesterday's paper, but no it was today’s 
and I was surpriscd and delighted for it al- 
ways comes as 2 welcome friend—except when 
the beautiful snow cuts us off from the railroad 
and then it don’t come at all to us.
